DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 and 15-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Applicants' arguments on pages 14-16 in their remarks were carefully reviewed. 
According to Applicants' argument on page 15, the Applicants' argument regarding to the 
teachings of Mueckenheim reference distinguished from the claimed invention in the amended 
claims 1-13 and 15-26 wherein the Applicants stated that: 

". . In other words, it would b e impossible to perform (in the teachings of 
Mueckenheim reference) "establishing a second radio bearer with optimized 
radio bearer parameters; and switching from said first radio bearer to said 
second radio bearer" with a switch that merely directs signals from an 
incoming channel to an outgoing channel." (Emphasis added)" 

Therefore, claims 1-13 and 15-26 are allowed with the reasons set forth in the 
Applicants' statements above.
